The lock, on the snaphaunce principle, is very 
deeply and beautifully chiselled. All the mounts and fur- 
nishings are also deeply chiselled and beautifully pierced, in 
the very finest Brescian style and finish, with ornamental 
motifs and intricate floral scroll-work among the branches of 
which sport semi-existent animals. 


This piece again shows the perfection in the art of perfect 
and bold chiseliing in steel attained by the gunsmiths of 
Brescia at this period and the magnificent quality of their 
workmanship. The stock of burr walnut is also finely carved 
in the best style. The barrel (33in. lonz) is octagonal at the 
breech verging into a form oi faceting after which it is circular. 
It is inscribed “ Lazarino Cominazzo.” Length 4ft. In the 
finest original condition.

WORKMANSHIP AND FINISH. This is believed to be the 

_earliest example of a gun fired on the detonating principle, 
“he lock being inscribed “‘ Seville 1720,” and the barrel and 
trigger guard “ JH. Gutierrez.” The furnishings of steel are 
deeply engraved and the lock beautifully and boldly chiseiled 
in the finest Spanish style, the hammer in the form of a dog, 
and the magazine and pan cover in the form of a rabbit 
squatting. It is further embellished with very deeply and 
beautifully chiselled scrolls. Previous to the discovery of this 
gun Forsyth was the accepted inventor of the detonating lock 
in 1807.
